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DUTCH ABOLISH CB SERVICE in the Netherlands after widespread abuses convince 
officials that cleanup is impractical. All 27 MHz licenses have been re- 
voked,. and mobile monitoring vans have been shutting down illegal stations 
by marching in the door and confiscating their equipment. The nationwide 
crackdown, reported in Dutch papers as being against "illegal radio amateurs" 
(demonstrating that media confusion as to who's a ham and who is something 
else is not a uniquely American problem) has been understood to be quite 
effective. Legitimate business users of 27 MHz have been told to apply for 
assignments in the business bands, while hobbyists are to be offered a no- 
code "Communicator type" Amateur Radio license with an elementary written 
exam which will permit them to operate on six channels in the two meter band. 
Initially it was proposed to put six hobby CB channels in thé Dutch two meter 
band, but strenuous objections from the Dutch Amateur Radio community squel- 
ched that (ahother familiar sounding problem).

REPEATER COLUMN by Bob Heptig, K@PHF: For the first time this year since I 
“ave been repeater chairman, I have something to talk about in this column. 
-sually about all I have to say is the repeater is working fine or terrible, 
whichever the case may be. Last week, for the first time, two other repeat- 
ers were linked up to our 34/94 machine here in Pueblo. The first link up 
took place about a month ago when Vic Beaver, W@KVX made the trip up Metho- 
dist Mountain and put his repeater on the air. I had the link repeater 
ready to go, so immediately installed it at the site and away we go. Now, 
thru the link, it is possible to operate the Pueblo machine from behind the 
front range. The coverage should be from around Creede, south to Alamosa 
plus east and west of that line up to 100 miles. This is old stuff however 
as this was done several years ago before the new repeater licensing'struct- 
ure came into effect. 


Everything worked so well that Paul, WA@BAG in Monte Vista fired up his link 
repeater that linked the 25/85 Methodist Mountain repeater to the San An- 
tonio Mountain repeater on 16/76. This again extends the range of the 
Pueblo machine for another 200 miles. Therefore it is now possible to drive 
from Pueblo to Santa Fe, New Mexico, all the while being able to communicate 
with the wife you left here in Pueblo. Phone patches of course, will not be 
possible when using the link. To access the system is very simple. A tone 
of 1477 Hz will turn the link on or off. This would be the 3 and 6 buttons 
pressed at the same time on your tone pad. Also a tone incoder, which is 
about the size of a cigarette pack, is available. For more information on 
this, call me on the phone sometime. 


If, after turning the link on, you forget to shut it off, it will shut it- 
self off in one minute if there is no activity on any of the repeaters. The 
“nk can be activated from any of the three repeaters involved. That is 
24/94, Pueblo; 25/85, Salida! or 16/76, Monte Vista. A single tone of 1477 
Hz for about 1 second should do the job fine from any of the areas. If there. 
are any questions about the system feel free to call me by phone, radio or 
eyeball any time. For those who are thoroughly confused by all these repeat-— 
ers and links, I have drawn a rough sketch below of the entire system:

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THE OLD BALDY TURNPIKE by Larry Rice, WBQKDN: Barry Cook, WSYMOG, Oak Stock+ 
ton, K@#ROL, Rick Simpson, K@~UZP, Ida Demario, WAQNTA and Chas. Barrett, 
WB#OCT have 4 wheel drive workhorses that shuttled various PPRAA members up 
the Old Baldy Turnpike to the "casket" site of our 37/97 repeater at about 
12,300 feet in order to provide amateur radio public service communications 
westward from the front range. Tests prove we can help the lost hunter, 
cross country skier, downed aircraft or other emergency better than before. 


Hopefully, the winterized 37/97 package will stay on the air during the se- — 
vere weather ahead. In short, the 37/97 repeater is an IC 21, modified ‘to 
repeat with about seven watts through a 6 cavity duplexer into a 9db gain, 


4 bay J pole, oriented to the northwest. 


A 1477Hz tone access is incorpor- 


ated in the repeater for such time as if or when we will have to go to tone 
accessing. Please be careful about punching any two buttons simultaneously 
in the third vertical column of a standard touch tone pad for you may shut 
down the repeater. It is a long, rough trip up there, if you can get there 
at all, to put the repeater back in service. 


— 
Also, we ordered a 450 repeater (443,45 in, 448.45 out) to go alongside the 
37/97 repeater. Another 450 repeater (443.80 in, 448.80 out) is all ready 


and operational from Cheyenne Mountain. 


We do hope to link 37/97 with auto 


patch. The ground link is already built and operational. After the spring 
thaw, we also hope to link up with Clayton, New Mexico. Finally, the FM re- 
peater committee and PPRAA will appreciate continued support toward further 
improvements to make our VHF/UHF amateur radio public service second to none. 
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
